ECENT dispatch from Washington says:—The third Liberty 
Loan went over the top in just the way the government 
wished it to. It went to the people rather than to the 
banks, and it went to the people of the rural communities 

in a far greater degree than any previous loan had done. 

And treasury department people are giving much of the credit 
for this success to the newspaper advertising which the loan re- 
ceived, and especially to the country daily and weekly press. They 
realize that through these newspapers the loan had not only a tre- 
mendous amount of advertising, but the most effective kind of ad- 
vertising that could be secured. They feel that the names of local 
contributors of newspaper space connected with each advertise- 
ment were fully as valuable as the statements contained in the 
ads; that this local application gave them a far greater pulling 
power than any more general advertising could have had. 

Newspaper advertising of this character was used in every 
federal reserve district, and the districts in which it was used to 
the largest extent were the ones that went over the top first, and 
with the largest final percentages both in the amount of bonds 
sold and in the number of bond purchasers. 

Because of the success of this campaign it is believed the gov- 
ernment is practically definitely committed to this form of adver- 
tising for future loans. 

It has not been possible to secure anything like an accurate 
statemept of the amount of loan advertising carried in the coun- 
try daily’ and weekly newspapers, but it is known that it exceeded 
107,520,000 lines, or 7,680,000 inches. As near as can be determin- 
ed the papers received an average price of about 18 cents per inch, 
cr a total of $1,382,400. 

It has been pleasing to hear from a large number of those who 
contributed the funds needed for the purchase of newspaper space 
that this Liberty Loan advertising with which their names were 
connected has proved fully as protable to them as any other ad- 
vertising they have done. The public, it seems, has been anxious 
to patronize the people whose names have in this way been as- 
sociated with these patriotic appeals. Many manufacturers who 
are in no way considered local advertisers in towns where they are 
operating plants, contributed space for these Liberty Loan an- 
nouncements, and have said that they received splendid returns on 
their investments because of the effect on their employees of the 
association of the company’s name with this advertising. 

In every way the campaign was a big success, and the gov- 
ernment, the newspapers, and the publicity managers of the Lib- 
erty Loan committees are to be congratulated.

I will now skip rapidly over the 
next two or three months. I don’t 


tough times. 
The ground was continually covered 
with snow, or worse than that with 
the so-called mud of France. We 
were right out in all the greatest 
storms including snow and rain, and 
/I tell you it was cold. Many a night 
we went to bed with wet clothes on, 
but spring finds most of us alive and 
in as good health as we ever were. 


But times are better; good bar- 
racks have been built, and accommo 
dations of all kinds installed. The 
‘roads around camp have been fixed 
up. For instance, we have a good 
band (161 band) to wake us up ev- 
ery morning at half past five. Then 
we have the Y. M. C. A., movies 
about four nights a week, always an 
entertainment of some kind. French 
classes, Bible classes, etc. I am go- 
|ing ta the French and Bible classes 
|tonight. I am progressing not at all 
jin French. But if I stay over here 
|a few months longer I may learn to 
|speak the Frog language. 


We hear good lectures from time 
to time, and shear good artists from 
America and from Paris at the Y. 
|M. C. A. So you see there is lots 
to occupy our minds. 

Once a week every two weeks we 
get a day off and it is generally 
spent in promenading in some nearby 
town or «ity. There isn’t such a 
thing as a farm house in France. All 
farmers and their families live in 
town going to and from town to work 
on their respective farms each day. 
They are a very sociable lot and en- 
joy company, although sometimes 
the French don’t enjoy the company 
of the Americaine soldat, he being 
too full of life in various ways. 

; A town about the size of Pomo- 
na, Cal., I would describe thusly. 
|The town has to be a mile or two 
from the railroad, because it was 
| built in between two ‘hills before 
railroads were ever thought of, and 
where a railroad couldn’t even run 
if it wanted to. Coming back to 
this town. There will be hop fields 
just outside the town, because the 
French like their beer as well as 
wine. Then comes the stone walls 
along the different roads entering 
town. I might pause here to relate 
that the roads in France are very 
good, being made of granite and they 
|look very beautiful because they are 
jalways white and lined with trees. 


There must always be cattle, 
| chickens and the like on the streets 
because the farmer keeps his stock 
in his back yard in town, taking 
them out for water to the creek or 
river that always runs through the 
town, and then forgetting to take 
them home. But this creek or river 
—why is it necessary, you ask. Well, 
you see dirty clothes must be wash- 
ed and water must be had for va- 
rious purposes and then, too, they 
must have a sewer for all their re- 
fuse. Any day in the week or. on 
Sunday you will see hundreds of 
women and girls out washing clothes 
along the stream. 


They have municipal wash houses 
where the women go; they get down 
on their knees at the edge of the 
stream, soap their clothes and then 
beat the dirt out of them, with a flat 


paddle. They do this summer or 
winter, and I imagine the water is 
cold in winter, don’t you? The 


buildings are all built of stone with 
stone slabs on the roof for shingles. 
Some of the buildings in the town I 
am describing are eight or ten cen- 
turies old. The roofs on them are 
swayed way in and they look as if 
they might cave in any minute, but 
they have looked that way for sev- 
eral centuries. The French churches 
are as a rule very old and have won- 
derful works of art on the interior. 
As you probably know the majority 
of them are Catholic, and their al- 
‘ars are beautiful affairs. The vil- 
chapel has its graveyard right 
around it and it is always kept very | 
neat. One family has a spot where | 
members of the family are all buried 
(when dead) under one large tomb- 
stone, bearing a wreath for each one

HEN the United States entered. the 

world war our President announced 

that we were entering the war ‘‘to 
make the world safe for Democracy.’’ Af- 
ter the past year of war it has become 
clear that the terrible conflict is destined 
to decide whether the spirit of autocracy 
or the spirit of democracy will rule in the 
affairs of government and in the diplomacy 
of the world. The Americans with others 
in the world today are still asking, ‘‘What 
is Democracy?’’ It has never been better 
defined than by the immortal Lincoln; in 
his words it is ‘‘government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people.’’ Auto- 
cracy, on the other hand, is that form of 
government that is absolute and vested 
usually in a single individual. As we have 
met autocracy in the German government, 
let us see how it has worked there. Bis- 
marck created modern Germany. A few 
quotations from historians will illustrate 
the spirit of autocracy. Nelson states that 
‘“‘Bismarck, whose anti-democratic spirit 
had declared itself from the first, now 
(1862) rode rough-shod over the opposition 
of the deputies and the press, dominating 
his enemies with unconstitutional sever- 
ity.’’ In 1862 Bismarck ‘‘undertook the 
task of ministerial government without a 
majority, without a budget, and without a 
prograrnme . His first step was to 
withdraw altogether the budget the House 
had failed to approve, and to carry on the 
business of government without giving an 
account of his expenidtures . . . The 
press was gagged, unfriendly government 
officials deprived of their places, political 
discussions forbidden at public meetings, 
and freedom of speech in the House itself 
interfered with by the police.’’ (Hender- 
son). In 1862 two world leaders were 
striving to secure for their respective gov- 
ernments national unity—Lineoln in Amer- 
ica, Bismarck in Germany; democratic 
America, autocratic Germany are the re- 
sults. 
Of many issues in the war there is none 
more important; the war will decide for or 
against autocracy, against or for demo- 
cracy. I have been studying these two 
forces in government for several months 
past; from Dr. Sloan’s lectures at Clare- 
mont during February I gathered ideas 
for a comparison. Autocracy and Demo- 
eracy have developed two types of liberty. 
Autoeracy destroys personal initiative and 
knows only the liberty of servitude; De- 
mocracy has developed a liberty based on 
self-control, it demands moral principle, 
subordinates 
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cruel, inhuman, degenerate; Democracy is 
fair and just to the weak. Autocracy ex- 
acted five billions of frances and took two 
provinces from France in 1871; Democracy 
was personified by Grant at Appomatox 
when he issued rations to the conquered 
and gave them back their horses ‘‘for the 
spring plowing.’’ Autocracy is personified 
by the Prussian spirit of ravage, murder, 
and brutality which follow in the wake of 
every German victory; Democracy is shown 
in the spirit of the captain of an American 
ship who told his men not to cheer, ‘‘for 
the Spaniards are dying over there.’’ Then 
he proceeded to rescue the enemy. Auto- 
cracy is a menace to government, while 
Democracy is a safeguard. We have con- 
stitutional education in the United States 
and this has been created by and has in 
turn created our spirit of Democracy. Our 
Democracy yields to suffrage and abides 
by the will of the majority; it lets the 
people rule in village and city, in state and 
nation. Our congress is a body of great 
power, but it in turn is dominated by the 
people; the reichstag of Germany is only 
a ‘‘debating society,’’ and the people have 
little influence even there. Democracy 
meets the ‘‘test of the amalgamation of the 
races,’? and autocracy does not; Demo- 
eracy has made Americans of every na- 
tionality, but you can make German auto- 
erats only of Prussians! As Mr. Roose- 
velt pointed out in a recent editorial, Au- 
tocracy makes ‘‘subjects,’’ while Demo- 
eracy makes ‘‘citizens.’”? Compare Auto- 
eracy with Democracy in the colonial pol- 
icy of the nations; Germany with a rigid 
autocratic policy has established no self- 
governing colonies; while the 


onies that are sources of strength to the 
present governments. The policy of these 
two governments is to become the protec- 
tors of some colonies, and allies of others. 
Autoeracy discounts the home, and today 
is destroying the ideals of home life by 
the Spartan methods of training the child 
by the state for war; Democracy elevates 
the home and cherishes those ideals of mor- 
ality which demand the best type of citi- 
zen. Finally, Autoecracy has challenged 
the right of Christianity to exist; in Tur- 
key the Prussians have supervised the ex- 
tinction of Armenian Christians; in Europe 
the Prussians have carried out practices 
forbidden by every Christain tenet. Au- 
tocracy fears the influence of Christianity, 
for Christianity demands equality, justice, 
and liberty, and has developed these ideals
